You 
get a soothing specch predict- 
ing peece from the Secretary 
of Defence, Mr. Louis John- 
son, followed by warnings of 
dire disaster from the Secre 
taries of the Navy and Air 
Force. You get Mr. Acheson 
saying “There is no imme 
diate threat of war” and Mr 
Symington, Chairman of the 
National Security Resolrces 
Board, telling «@ group of 
businessmen: “Already we are 
being warned ageinst war not 
only with the new weapons 
of propaganda, espionage, sub- 
version and sabotage, but also 
with shooting when the latter 
is considered necessary.” Pre- 
sident Truman himself some- 
times biows hot and warns 
of Soviet threats and the need 
for new expenditures and 
new international commit- 
ments. At other times he 
blows cold, forecasting dimi- 
nishing military budgets and 
better days. 

Expectation of War 

For the time being térror 
of atomic war dominates over 
the alternative risk of corm- 
placent isolationism. A recent 
Gallup poll shows a rapid 
growth in the expectation of 
war, with sixty per.cent of 
the American public predict- 
ing a conflict within five years 
cluding atomic bombing of 
American towns.

litarily, with the Atlantic 
Pect countries, in order to 
create “a situation of strength” 
which would discourage So- 
viet aggression. It is a policy 
which is only effective as 
long as Ht has public conm- 
fidence and the financial back- 
ing of ah electorally-minded 
Congress. 

The difficult; of reconcil- 
ing American public opinion 
with the exigencies of the 
cold wer is common know- 
ledge in the State Depart- 
ment. The recent address to 
® joint session of Congress by 
Mr. Acheson was the first 
step in a new publicity cam 
paign to popularize foreign 
policy. It is too soon to judge 
the success or failure of this 
official campaign, but many 
outside observers are deciar- 
ing their preference for pre- 
cipitating a choice between 
peace or war rather than to- 
lerate the long-term tensions 
of total diplomacy to which 
Mr. Acheson and President 
Truman are resigned
